Tho victims of tho 
robbery managed to loosen their bonds, 
and about half-past five oclock thay re- 
ported the. affair to the Police at Yaumati.

DIAMOND JUBILEE MEMORIAL. 
To the Editor of the ‘Caixa Man.’ 
Tongkong, March 31. 

Sin,—Amongst the various suggested 
Jubileo Memorials a European School at 
the Peak, near the tramway station, is to 
my mind one of the best, I can conceive 
nothing more objectiohable than having 
clean-tongued European: children mixing 
with large numbers of Chinese drawn from 
overy chars, and, as Hongkong is yearly 
becoming more of a family place for our 
awn people, I certainly think the. local 
governnent should give somo consideration 
to the education of our youth. ' 

But wy special recommendation to mark 
the year is that Queen’s Roud aud -Praya 
should be laid with two lines of fint cast- 
iron rails of say 12 or 15 inches in width, 
and of 4 suitable gauge for rickshus, and 
that to pay something towards this all 
wheeled vehicles (cycles included) which 
are npw exempt from taxation be included 
in the two dollar a year tax. If this was 
done it would so lessen traction that ona 
coolie would do the present work of two. 
And the cust of upkeep of the roads would 
be reduced 100 per cent, and at the.same 
time accominodate six times the traffic now 
possible on them. i‘

THE CLAIMS OF THE CHINESE COILEGE 
OF MEDICINE. . 
The following letter has been sent ws fo 
publication :— 
College of Medicine for Chinese, 
Hongkong, 30th Maroh, 1897. 
Sir,—I have the honour, by direction of 
tho Court of the Hongkong Collego of 
Medicine for Chinese, to request you to 
place before the Jubilee Committes the 
request of the Court that the Comutiltoe 
should make the celubration of the sigtieth 
year of Her Majesty’s reign in Hongkong 
take the form of an effort to place the Col- 


lege of Medicine for Chineso’on a perman- 
ent basis. a 

Tho Collogo was established in 1887 for 
the purpose of teaching Medicine, Surgery, 
and Midwifery, in all their- departments, 
to Chinose and auch others as might be 
willing to avail themselves of the privileges 
it offora. : 

Its Government and the entire control 
and management of all affairs, concerns, 
and property connécted with it, are vested 
in a Court, consisting of the following : 

The Rector, elected by the General 
Council and the students covery two years ; 

An Assessor, nominated by tho Rector ; 

The Standing Counsel’ of the, College, 
appointed by the Court ; s 

‘The Dean, representing the Sonate; | 

A Representative of the General Council ; 

A Representative of the Alice Memorial 
ang Nethersole Hospitals ; > . 

The Secretary, appointed by the Court, 

The Sonate, consisting of the Lecturers 
of the College, deals, subject to. tho auper- 
vision of the Court, with oll matters con- 
cerning the courses of study to be pur- 
sued, arrangements for professional exa- 
minations, and the discipline of the Callege, 

The General Council consists of all per- 
sons holding. office or appointment in the 
College, the Licontiates of the College, and 
Benefactors of the Collega nominated by 
the Court to the Council. It is a purely 
deliberative body, and has for its function 
the promotion of tho gonoral interests of 
tha Colloge. - It has a direct representative 
in the Court, and also takes part in the 
election of the Rector. 

The Lecturers are mnembors of the Medi- 
cal profession practising in the Colony 
along with o few other gontlemen of scion- 
tific training and knowledge, who give 
their services without any remuneration 
whatever. 

The authorities of the Alico Momorial 
and Nethersole Hospitals placo cortain 
rooms in these institutions at the disposal 
-of the College for purposes of-loctures-and-| 
demonstrations, and allow the teachers and 
students the use of the warda for purposes 
of clinical instruction. 


The minimum poriod of study is five 
years: and all professional examinations 
are conducted by independant examiners, 
‘assisted by the-lecturers on the subjects 
under examination. , 

Seven students havo succesafully. com- 
pleted this curziculum, but as the License 
of tho College is not yet recognised by the 
Government they have not been ‘encourag- 
ed to settle in Hongkong, and have hyd to 
go into practice elsewhere. Tho roason for 
such non-recognition of tho. Liconse has 
been tle uncertainty involved in the fact 
that thus far the College has been. entirely 
depondent on the personal enthusiasm of a 
faw. of its promoters. Fourteen Chineso

amongat whom werp Sir Edward Reed and 
Captain Ingles, R.N, (Superintendent - of 
the Royal Gun Factories, and’ formerly

to ‘undergo her trials. She has been two 
and s-balf years in building, and waa 
launched on’ March’ 31 Inst, when it was 
computed she was the beaviest mass of work 
ever released from ‘tho builders’ alipa, 
Tho Fiji is; perhaps, best described as a 
battleship of the Hoyat Sovereign class, with 
the difference that she is possessed of u 
number of ininer features which are con- 
sidered to bo an improvement upon her 
prototype. The builters’ trials will take 
place on March 3, after which she will. be 
docked at Chatham for painting and the 
completion of minor trials- The official 
triala hove been fixed approximately for 
March 18. ‘A navigating crew, consiating 
of about 300 officers and men of the Japan- 
eso Navy, arrived in this.country about 
threo weeks ago, and have sineo beon 
quartered in the ship. The officer in com- 
mand is Captain Miura, wito was the officer 
in charge at Port Arthur during the war 
between China and Japan, ‘ome Paper, 


THE SITUATION IN KORFA. 
Kobe, March 18, 
We make nv apology fur continuing to 
direct our readers’ attention . th: Koroan 
matters, for in. our opinion the condition 
of the-poninsulur kingdum affords too much 
reason for apprehension that the peace of 
the Oriont will not be long preserved. Tho 
Budget which has now passed through tho 
Japanese Dict substantially as framed by tho 
Government includes extimates exceeding a 
hundred and fifty million yen for purposes of 
- [armament expansion. But Japan is in’no 
| danger of attack from sny foreign Powor, and 
tho question arises why this enormous in- 
crease of armaments should have been decid. 
ed upon at a time when Jopan should rather 
bo engaged in the development of her in- 
dustrial and commercial resources. Thy 
fact ix that Japan, and erpecially 
"powerful military and so-called 
| party, has by no means given up 
of territorial extension which, after being 
encouraged by the Jaopan-China War, 
suffered so decided s check in the 
‘\rotrocession of Liso-tung. The prin- 
cipal responsibility for the 
received is considcred to rest with Russia ; 
and bofore a policy of territorial oztension 
pean be reviyed,—before any hope cup be 
cherished of sharing in thé spoils should 
China fall to pieces, —it is fully understood 
in this country thut Japan’ must be placed 
ina position to cope with any force that 
Russia can bring to bear in the Far East. 
The comparatiye strength of tho two 
Powors, so far as tho Fur East is concern- 
ed, is in our opinion not.so disproportionate 
-|as is sometimes asaumed ; but at present 
this is not the point., The position. of 
affairs in Koreas is of interest-becsuso, so 
long as Russia's supremagy in the penin- 
sular kingdom remains active, Korea forms 
an obstruction to Japan’s territorial exten- 
sion westward. Such a Convention as that 
now in foree between. the two Powers is
